TECH TALK... 
What is a Grid-dip meter and when do you use one? 


A gridedip meter in it’s simplest form is just a tuneable oscillator 
with a meter monitoring the grid voltage. The coil you are always chang- 
ing from band-to-band is the inductive component of an LC resonant circ- 
uit. 

In operation, when you find the resonant frequency of an antenna, the 
coil is coupling some of the oscillator energy into the antenna, When 
this happens, the voltage, as indicated by the meter, will drop. 

With the modern-day dip=meters using solid-state devices, ‘grid-dip’ 
no longer applies, however, they sometimes retain the name. Best yet, 
they operate much the same way as far as the use of them is concerned. 


Some of the basic uses of a grid-dip meter are looking for the 
resonant frequency of an antenna, a tank circuit or a tuned stub. They 
can also be used as a signal generator to check for operable receivers, 
I must say, don’t try to align a sophisticated receiver with one, but 
it works well to see if it is alive or dead, 


A grid-dip meter is a better way of finding the resonance of an 
antenna than an SWR meter. Is this statement true? I want to whet your 


appetite for next month’s article ahout the use of Grid-dip meters. 73

THE ULTIMATE TRANSMATCH 

What will it do? 

What will I do? What will I do? Several of our club members have 
recently muttered these famous words while trying to get their trans- 


matches to work. Their experiences might be a help to others building 
this versatile and highly worthwhile matching device. 


1. The circuit must be hooked up this way 


IN 


2, Cl is a DIFFERENTIAL eepaciter fe. one part increases capacitance 
while the other decreases, 


3. When tuning, initially set C2 closed if the load is a high impedance. 
Set C2 to nearly open if the load is a low impedance. Set C2 in the middle 
if you’re like me and can’t decide what the load is, Set C1 to mid range 


and L near minimum, Start tuning by increasing L until a dip in SWR is 
detected, 


4. When tuning C1, C2 and L for minimum reflected power try tuning the . 
on one side or the other of minimum reflected power and then redip with the 


caps. You’1l soon discover the proper side of the dip to tune L when going 
for a 1:1 VSWR. 


5. Remember the SWR bridge goes between the transmitter and the trans= 
match.
